— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Seamen's 
Provident Fund Act, 1966 (4 of 1966), the Central Government hereby frames the 
following Scheme to be called the Seamen’s Provident Fund Scheme, namely: 

CHAPTER I 

Preliminary 

1 . Short title, application and commencement — (1) This Scheme may be called 
the Seamen's Provident Fund Scheme, 1966. 

(2) - Unless otherwise expressly provided, this Scheme shall apply to every sea- 
man and to the employer of such seaman. 
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(3) This Scheme shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st July, 1904. 

2. Definitions. — In this Scheme, unless the context otherwise requires: 

(a) “Act’’ means the Seamen’s Provident Fund Act, 196fi (4 of 1980); 

(b) “Board" means the Board of Trustees of the Seamen’s Provident Fund 

constituted under section 5 of the Act; 

(c) “Children” means legitimate children and includes legally adopted 

children; 

(d) “Commissioner” means the Commissioner for Seamen's Provident Fund 

appointed under sub-section (i) of section 7 of the Act; 

(e) "family" means, the wife, children whether married or unmarried and 

dependent parents of the member and the widow and children of a 
deceased son of the member; 

Provided that if a member proves that his wife has ceased, under the per- 
sonal law governing him or the customary law of the community to 
which the spouses belong, to be entitled to maintenance she shall no 
longer be deemed to be a part of the member’s family for the purpose 
of this Scheme, unless the member subsequently intimates by express 
notice in writing to the Commissioner that she shall continue to be so 
regarded; 

(f) “financial year” means the year commencing on the first day of April; 

(g) “Government security” shall have the meaning assigned to it in the Public 

Debt Act, 1944 (18 of 1944); 

<h) “Inspector” means a person appointed as such under section 15 of the 
Act; 

<i) “Medical authority" means the medical officer appointed by the Central 
Government for the purposes of sub-section (2) of section 98 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 19t>8 (44 of 1958); 

(j) “Seamen’s Employment Office” means the office set up under section 12 

of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958); 

(k) “Shipping Master” shall have the meaning assigned to it in clause (46) 

of section 3 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958); 

( l ) “trustee" means a member of the Board of Trustees; and 

(m) all other words and expressions and not defined in this Scheme 

but defined in the Act shall have the meanings respectively assigned to 
them in the Act 


CHAPTER II 

3. Terms of Office of Chairman and trustees of the Board. — (1) The Chairman 
of the Board and every trustee of the Board referred to hr sub-section (3) of section 
5 of the Act shall hold office during the pleasure of the Government; 

(2) The term of office of the trustees of the Board referred to in clauses (c) 
and (d) of sub-section (3) of section 5 of the Act shall be five years commencing 
from the date on which their appointment is notified in the Official Gazette; 

Provided that any such trustee shall, notwithstanding the expiry of the saift 
period of five years, continue to hold office until the appointment of his successor 
is notified in the Official Gazette; 

(3) Any trustee referred to in sub-paragraph (2) appointed to fill a casual 
vacancy shall hold office for the remainder of the term of office of the trustee in 
whose place he is appointed. 

(4) An outgoing trustee shall be eligible for re-appointment. 

4. Resignation.— A trustee of the Board may resign his office by letter in writing 
addressed to the Government and his office shall fall vacant from the date on 
which his resignation is accepted by the Government. 

5. Cessation and restoration of Trusteeship — If a trustee fails to attend three 
consecutive meetings of the Board, without obtaining leave of absence from the 
Chairman of the Board, he shall cease to be a trustee; 
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Provided that the Government may restore him to trusteeship if it is satisfied 
'that there were reasonable grounds for his absence, 

6. Disqualifications for trusteeship. — (1) A person shall be disqualified for being 
appointed as, or for being a trustee, — 

(i) if he is declared to be of unsound mind by a competent court; or 

(ii) if he is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(iii) if before or after the commencement of the Act ho has .been convicted of 

an offence involving moral turpitude. 

(2) If any question arises whether any person is disqualified under sub-para- 
;graph (1), it shall be referred to the Government who shall decide the question. 

7. Removal from trusteeship. — The Government may remove from office any 
trustee if in its opinion such trustee has Ceased to represent the interest which he 
purports to represent on the Board: 

Provided that no such trustee shall be removed unless a reasonable opportunity 
; ls given to him and the body whom he represents, of making any representation 
against the proposed action, 

8. Absence from India.— (1) Before a non-official trustee leaves India: 

(a) he shall intimate to the Chairman of the Board the dates of his departure 

from and expected return to India; or 

(b) if he intends to absent himself for a period longer than six months, he 

shall tender his resignation. 

(2) If any trustee leaves India for a period of six months or more without 
intimation to the Chairman of the Board he shall be deemed to have resigned from 
the Board. 

8. Office of the Board — The Head Office of the Board shall be in Bombay or 
at such other place as the Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
specify. The Board may open regional and other Offices at such places as It may 
deem fit. 

10. Meetings. — (1) The Board of Trustees shall subject to the provisions of para- 
graph 11, meet at such place and time as may be notified by the Chairman. 

(2) The Chairman, may, whenever he thinks fit, and shall, within fifteen days 
■of the receipt of requisition in writing from not less than one-third of the trustees, 
call a meeting thereof. 

11. Notice of meeting and list of business. — Notice of not less than 15 days from 
the date of posting, containing the date, time and place of every ordinary meeting 
together with a list of business to be conducted at the meeting, shall be despatched 
by registered post or by special messenger to each trustee, present in India; 

Provided that when the Chairman calls a meeting for considering any matter 
which In his opinion is urgent, a notice giving such reasonable time as he may 
consider necessary, shall be deemed sufficient. 

12. Chairman to preside at meetings. — -The Chairman of the Board shall preside 
at every meeting of the Board, at which he Is present. If the Chairman is absent 
at any time, the trustees present shall elect one of them to preside over the meeting 
and the trustee so elected shall exercise all the powers of the Chairman at the 
meeting. 

13. Quorum. — (1) No business shall be transacted at a meeting of the Board un- 
less at least four trustees are present, of whom, at least one shall be from among 
those appointed under clause (c) arid at least one from among those appointed 
under clause (d) of sub-section (3) of section 5 of the Act. 

(2) If at any meeting the number of trustees is less than the required quorum, 
the Chairman shall adjourn the meeting to a date not later than seven days from 
the date of the original meeting informing the trustees of the date, time and place 
of the adjourned meeting and it shall thereupon be lawful to dispose of the busi- 
ness at such adjourned meeting irrespective of the number of trustees present.

14. Disposal of business. — Every question considered at a meeting of the Board: 
shall be decided by a majority of the votes of the trustees present and voting. In 
the event of an equality of votes the Chairman shall exercise a casting vote:

(2) The records of the minutes of each meeting shall be signed by the Chair- 
man after confirmation with such modifications, if any, as may be considered 

necessary at the next meeting 

1G. Fees anti Allowances, — (lj The travelling allowance of an official trustee 
shall he governed by the rules applicable to him for journeys performed on official 
duties and shall be paid by the authority paying his salary. If, however, the 
journey Is performed solely or mainly in connection with the affairs of the Board, 
the whole expenditure on the travelling allowance of the official trustee, which Is- 
initially borne by the authority paying his salary, shall be recovered from the 
Board. 

(2) Every non-official trustee shall be paid travelling allowance for attending 
the meetings of the Board at such rates as are Omissible to Grade I officers of the 
Government and daily allowance calculated at the maximum rates admissible to- 
Grade I officers of the Government in the respective localities: 

Provided that, where such trustee — 

(i) arrives at the place of the meeting In the afternoon of the day im- 

mediately preceding the day of the meeting or leaves the place of the- 
meeting in the forenoon of the day immediately succeeding the day of 
the meeting, he shall be entitled to one-half of the daily allowance for 
such days of arrival and departure; 

(ii) arrives at the place of the meeting in the forenoon of the day im- 

mediately preceding the day of the meeting or leaves the place of the 
meeting In the afternoon of the day immediatel)’ succeeding the day 
of the meeting, he shall be entitled to full daily allowance for such 
days of arrival and departure; 

(iii) arrives at and departs from the place of the meeting on the same day,, 
he shall be entitled to full dally allowance for the day of the meeting. 

(I!) Where such trustee being a member of a State Legislature attends a meet- 
ing of the Board, he shall be entitled — 

(i) when the State Legislature Is not In session, to such travelling and daily 

allowances as are admissible to Grade I officers of the State Govern- 
ment; and 

(ii) when the State Legislature is not in session, to such travelling and bally 

allowances as are admissible to the members of that Legislature for 
attending meetings of the Legislature. 

(4) Where such trustee being a member of either House of Parliament attends 
a mealing of the Board, he shall be entitled to such travelling and daily allowances,, 
as may be admissible to him under the rules laid down by the Central Govern- 
ment on the subject from time to time.

(5) Where such trustee Is neither a member of the State Legislature nor ol 
either House of Parliament and he resides! at the place where the meeting of the 
Board is .held and he attends such meeting, he shall be entitled only to the actual 
amount of conveyance hire subject to a maximum ol Rs_, 10 per day. 

Explanation L— No daily or travelling allowance in respect of any day or Journey, 
as the case may be, shall he claimed under this paragraph by a trustee if he has 
drawn or will draw allowance for the same from his employer or as a member 
■of any legislature or of any Committee or Conference constituted or convened by 
Government and no travelling allowance shall be claimed if he uses a means of 
transport provided at the expense of Government or his employer. 

Explanation II . — Where the journey is performed by road between places con- 
nected by railway, road mileage shall be paid only if the trustee certifies that the 
journsv was undertaken by road to avoid loss of time which the journey^by rail- 
way would have entailed and the distance travelled does not exceed 120 Km. In u 
single journey. 


CHAPTER III 

Powers of Commissioner and other Staff of Board of Trustees. 

17 Provident Fund Commissioner. — (1) The Commissioner shall not undertake 
any work unconnected with his office without the previous sanction of the Govern- 
ment 

(2) The Commissioner may at any time for reasons to be recorded in writing 
and after he is given an opportunity of being heard, be removed by the Government. 

(3) The Commissioner shall receive such salary and allowances and shall be 
subject to such conditions of service as may he specified in this behalf from time 
to time by the Government. 

(41 The Commissioner while attending the meetings of a Board may take part 
in its deliberations but shall not be entitled to vote. 

18. Secretary to the Board. — C 1 ) The Government shall appoint a Secretary to 
the Board. 

(2j The Secretary to the Board shall, In consultation with the Chairman, con- 
vene meetings of the Board, keep a record of its minutes and shall take the neces- 
sary steps for carrying out the decisions of the Beard. 

19. Information of appointments to the Board.— References relating to all ap- 
pointments of Officers of the Fund made by the Government shall be placed before 
the next meeting of the Board of Trustees for information. 

20. StitT. — (1) The Commissioner may employ such staff as the Board may con- 
sider necessary for the efficient administration of the Scheme. 

Provided that the sanction of the Government shall be obtained for the creation 
■of a post carrying a maximum monthly salary of not less than Rs. 600/-: 

Provided further that no appointment under this sub-paragraph shall he made 
except alter consultation with the Government or the Union Public Service Com- 
mission. 

(2 ) Si ibject to the provisions of this paragraph Regulations regarding the method 
■of recruitment, salary and allowances disepline and other conditions of service 
of members of the staff shall be made by the Board with the approval of the 
Governm ;nt. 

21. Administrative and Financial Powers of the Commissioner, — (1) The Com- 

missionei may, without reference to the Board, sanction expenditure on contingen- 
cies, supplies and services and purchase of articles required for administering the 
"Fund subject to financial provision in the '"budget and subject to the limits upto 
which the Commissioner may be authorised to sanction expenditure on any single 
Item from time to time, by the Board with the approval of the Government. 

(2) ihe Commissioner may also exercise such administrative and financial 
powers other than those specified In sub-paragraph (1) above, as may be delegated 
to him from time to time by the Board with the approval of the Government. 
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(5; The Commissioner may delegate from time to time the administrative and 
financial powers delegated to him by the Board to any officer under his control 
or superintendence to the extent considered suitable by him for the administration 
of the Scheme with the prior approval of the Government. A statement of such- 
delegation shall be placed before the next meeting of the Board for information. 

22. Delegation of power by the Board. — (1) The Board may, with the prior ap- 
proval of the Government, by a resolution, empower its Chairman to sanction ex- 
penditure, subject to such limits as may be specified in the resolution, on con- 
tingencies, supplies and purchase of articles required for administering the Fund 
subject to financial provision In the budget, where such expenditunre is beyond the 
limits upto which the Commissioner Is authorised to sanction expenditure on any 
single Item. 

(2) The Board may also, by a resolution, empower its Chairman to appoint such 
officers and employees other than those mentioned in sub-sections (1) and (2) of 
section 7 of the Act, as he may consider necessary for the efficient administration 
of the Scheme. 

(3) All sanctions of expenditure made by the Chairman in pursuance of sub- 
paragraph (1) shall be reported to the Board as soon as possible after the sanction 
of the expenditure. 


CHAPTER IV 
Membership of the Fund 

23. Membership. — (1) Eevery seaman employed on articles of agreement on or 
before the 1st day of July, 1984 is entitled and Is required to become a member 
of the Fund with effect from that date. 

(?) Every seaman who is not a member, and engaged on or after the 1st day 
of July, 1964 on articles of agreement for employment on a ship Is entitled and 
is required to become u member with eifcct from the date of such engagement. 

24. Retention of Membership — A member of the Fund shall continue to bq a 
member until he withdraws under paragraph 59 the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund. 

25. Resolution of dobuts. — If any question arises whether a seaman Is entitled 
or required to become or continue as a member or as regards the date from which- 
he is so entitled or required to become a membei, the question shall be referred 
to the Commissioner and the Commissioner shall decide the question: 

Provided that no decision shall be given unless both the employer and the sea- 
man himself or if the seaman so desires a representative of the recognised organisa- 
tion of seaman on behalf of the seaman, have been heard. 

CHAPTER V 

Contributions 

2(1. Contributions — (1) The contribution payable by the employer under the 
Scheme shall be at the rate of six percent., of the wages payable to each seaman 
by his employer. The rate of such contribution shall be enhanced to eight percent;,, 
of the wages of each such seaman with effect from the 1st April, 1968. 

(2) The contribution payable by the seaman under the Scheme shall be equal 
to the contribution payable by the employer In respect of such seaman. 

(3) The contribution shall be calculated on the basis of wages payable for 
each period of service. 

(4") Each contribution shall be rounded off to the nearest rupee and, for this 
purpose, where the amount of the contribution consists of a part of a rupee, then, 
If such part is fifty or more, it shall be increased to one complete rupee and 
If such part is less than fifty paise, it shall be ignored. 

27. Payment of contribution, — The employer shall, In the first instance pay both 
the contribution payable by himself (in this Scheme referred to as the employer’s 
contribution) and also, on behalf oi the member employed by him, the contribu- 
tion pai abie by the member (in this Scheme referred to as the member’s contri- 
bution). 
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28. Employer’s share not to be deducted from the members. — Notwithstanding 
any contract to the contrary the employer shall not be entitled to deduct the 
employer’s contribution from the wage of a member or otherwise to recover it 
from him. 

29. Recovery of a member's share of contribution. — (1) The amount of a 
member's contribution paid by the employer shall, notwithstanding the provision 
in this Scheme or any law for the time being in force or any contract to the con- 
trary, be recoverable by means of deduction from the wages of the member at 
the time of final, settlement of wages in respect of each period of service and not 
otherwise: 

Provided that no such deduction may be made from any wage other than that 
which Is paid In respect of the service or part of the service in respect of which 
the contribution Is payable: 

Provided further that where no such deduction has been made on account of 
an accidental mistake or a clerical error, such deduction may, with the consent in 
writing of the Inspector, be made from the wages of the seaman for subsequent 
service. 

Any sum deducted by an employer from the wage of a seaman under this 
Scheme shall be deemed to have been entrusted to the employer for the purpose 
of paying the contribution in respect of which it was deducted. 

CHAPTER VI 

Declaration and Returns 

30 . Declaration by seamen already employed at the time of Establishment of 
the Fund. — Every seaman who is required or entitled to become a member of the 
Fund shall be asked forthwith by his employer at the time of the final settlement 
of his wages to furnish and shall, on such demand furnish to him, for com- 
munication to the Commissioner, particulars concerning himself and his nominee 
required for the Declaration Form in Form I. Such employer shall enter the parti- 
culars In the Declaration Form and obtain the signature or thumb impression of 
the person concerned. 

31 . Declaration by seamen taking up employment after the Fund lias been estab- 
lished: At the time of engaging a seaman on articles of agreement for employment 
on a ship the employer shall ascertain from him whether he is already a member 
of the Fund and if he is. he shall ask for the Account Number allotted to him by 
the Commissioner. If he Is unable to furnish the Account Number, the employer 
shall require such seaman to furnish and such seaman shall, on demand, furnish 
to him for communication to the Commissioner, particulars regarding himself and 
his nominee required for the Declaration Form. Such employer shall enter the 
particulars in the Declaration Form and obtain the signature or thumb Impression 
of the seaman coneerned- 

32 . Duties of Employers. — (1) Every employer shall send to the Commissioner 
within fifteen days from the date of the final settlement of wages to seamen, a 
consolidated return in such form as the Commissioner may specify, of the seamen 
in respect of whom contributions to the Fund are due and are remitted to the Fund. 

( 2 ) Every employer shall maintain such accounts in relation to the amounts 
contributed to the Fund by him and by the seamen employed on his ships as the 
Board may, from time to time, direct. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained In this paragraph, the 
Board may Issue such directions to the employer generally as It may consider 
necessary or proper for the purpose of implementing the Scheme and It. shah be 
the duty of every employer to carry out such directions, 

33. Employers to furnish particulars of ownership. — Where the seamen to whom 
the provisions of this Scheme apply are employed by any company or agency, the 
employer, in relation to such company or agency shall furnish to the Commissioner 
In Form II annexed hereto particulars of owners, agents, directors, partners, 
manager or any other person or persons who have the ultimate control over the 
affairs of the company or agency and also send Intimation of any change in such 
particulars within fifteen days of such change, to the Commissioner by registered- 
post and in such manner as may be specified by the Commissioner. 
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34. Allotment of Account Numbers. — On receipt of the Declaration Form re- 
.ferred to In paragraphs 30 and 31, the Commissioner shall promptly allot an 
Account Number to each seaman qualifying to become a member and shall com- 
municate the Account Number to the member, and to his employer. 

35. Mode and periodicity of payment of contribution— The employer shall, 
-before paying the member his wages in respect oil any service for which contri- 
butions are payabJe, deduct the seaman's contribution from his wages which, 
together with the employer’s own contribution and an administrative charge of 
.such percentage of the total employer's and seaman’s contribution as may be 
fixed by the Government, he shall, within fifteen days of the payment of wages 
to the seaman, pay to the Fund by separate bank drafts or cheques on account 
.of contributions and administrative charges: 

Provided that where the wages due to a seaman in respect of a service are 
deposited for any reason by the employer with the Shipping Master for payment 
to the seaman the employer shall deduct the seaman’s contribution from his 
wages before depositing the same with the Shipping Master: 


Provided further that if payment is made by cheque on an out station Bank, 
collection charges in respect of both the contributions and administrative charge 
at such rate as the Board may determine in this behalf shall be included iir the 
.amount for which the cheque is drawn in respect of the administrative charge. 

36. Statement as to deductions to be furnished to the Shipping Master and the 
'Commissioner. — (1) The employer shall submit at the time of final settlement 
<of wages, to the Shipping Master in the presence of whom the wages are paid 
to a seaman, a statement, in duplicate, in such form as may be prescribed by the 
(Commissioner, indicating the particulars of the service performed by the seaman 
for which the contribution Is payable, the amount of contribution deducted from 
.his wages, the amount of contribution payable by the employer as soon as such 
deductions are made. The Shipping Master shall, immediately on receipt of the 
statement, forward a copy thereof to the Commissioner duly certifying the (reduc- 
tions shown in the statement on account of seaman’s contribution. 

(2) The employer shall, while paying the contributions to the Fund, forward, 
.along with the Bank drafts or cheques, a copy of the statement referred to in 
.sub-paragraph (1) duly completed. 

37. Fixation of administrative charges. — The Government may, in consultation 
-with the Board and having regard to the resources of the Fund availabJe for 
meeting its normal administrative expenses fix, from time to time the percentage 
.of administrative charges payable under paragraph 35 above, 

38. Production of records for inspection by the Commissioner or Inspector. — 

Whenever the Commissioner or any other officer authorised by him in this behalf 
•or an Inspector so requests, either in person or by notice in writing:— 

(a) every employer shall produce before the Commissioner, Officer or In- 

spector, as the case may be, the records of any member employed by 

him; 

(b) every Shipping Master shall produce before the Commissioner, Officer 

or Inspector, as the case may be, the records of any seaman engaged 
from his port, and such employer or Shipping Master, If so re- 
quired by the Commissioner, Officer or Inspector, shall deliver such 
records to the said Commissioner, Officer or Inspector, who may, if 
he thinks fit, retain the records: 

Provided that he shall grant a receipt for every such record retained by 
him. 

39. Supply of forms to employers. — The Commissioner shall supply to em- 
ployers, free of charge, on demand Declaration Forms and other forms referred 
4o in this Scheme. 

40. Current Account. — The Commissioner shall deposit as soon as possible the 
Bank drafts or cheques received from the employers in the State Bank of India 
in the Current Account of the Fund. 
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CHAPTER VII 

Administration 0/ the Fund., Accounts and Audit 

41, Administration Accounts. — A separate account shall be kept called the 
“Administration Account” for recording all administrative expenses of the Fund 
including such administrative charges as the Fund may be authorised to levy. 

42, Provident Fund Account. — The aggregate amount received as the em- 
ployers’ and the members’ contributions to the Fund shall be credited to an 
account to be called the “Seamen’s Provident Fund Account”. 


43. Interest Suspense Account. — All interest, rent and other income realised, 
and net profits or losses, if any, from the sale of investments not including there- 
in the transactions of the Administration Account, shall be credited or debited, 
as the case may be, to an Account called the “Interest Suspense Account”. 
Brokerage and commission on the purchase and sale of securities and other 
investments shall be included in the purchase or sale price, as the case may be, 
and not separately charged to the “Interest Suspense Account", 

44. Investment of monies belonging to Seamen’s Provident Fund. — ( 1 ) All 

monies belonging to the Fund shall be deposited In the State Bank of India or 
shall be invested, subject to such directions as the Government may from time 
to time give, in the securities mentioned or referred to in clauses (a) to (d) 
of section 20 of the Indian Trusts Act, 1882 (2 of 1822), provided that such 
securities are payable both in respect of capital and in respect of interest In 
India. 

(2) All expenses incurred in respect of, and loss, if any, arising from, any 
investment shall be charged to the Fund, 

(3) The Commissioner shall prepare, in ‘Form III’ a classified sumipary of 
the assets of the Fund as on the 31st March in each year, or on such other date 
as the Government may specify and shall append it to the annual report sub- 
mitted under paragraph G4 to the Government. 

45. Disposal of the Fund. — (1) Subject to the provisions of the Act and of 
this Scheme, the Fund shall not, except with the previous sanction of the Gov- 
ernment, be expended for any purpose other than for the payment of sums stand- 
ing to the credit of individual members of the Fund or to their nominees or heirs 
or legal representatives in accordance with the provisions of this Scheme. 

(2) The Fund shall be operated upon by such officers as may be authorised 
in this behalf by the Board. 

46. Expenses of administration.— (1) All expenses relating to the administra- 
tion of the Fund, including the fees and allowances of the trustees of the Board 
and salaries, leave and joining time allowances, travelling and compensatory 
allowances, gratuities and compassionate allowances, pensions, contributions to 
provident fund and other benefit funds instituted for the officers and employees 
of the Board, the cost of audit of the accounts, legal expenses and cost of all 
stationery and forms incurred in respect of the Board and expenses of the com- 
missioner shall be met from the Administration Account of the Fund. 

(2) The expenses incurred by the Government in connection with the establish- 
ment of the Fund shall be treated as a loan and such loan shall be repaid from 
the Administration Account of the Fund. 


47. Forms of Accounts.— The Accounts of the Fund including “the Adminis- 
tration Account' shall be maintained by the Commissioner in such form and 
manner as may be specified by the Board with the approval of the Government. 

48. Audit.— (1) The accounts of the Fund, including the Administration 
Account, shall be audited in accordance with the instructions issued by the Gov- 
ernment In consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor General of India. 

(2) The charges on account of audit shall be paid out of the Administration 
Account. 


7 h r e Commissioner shall place before the Board each year In 
tile nrst fortnight of January, a budget showing separately the probable rectipts 
from the contributions and from the levy of administrative charge and the ex- 
penditure which it proposes to incur during the following financial year The 
budget as approved by the Board shall be submitted for sanction to the Govjim 
rnent within a month of its being placed before the Board. 
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(2) The Government may make such modifications in the budget as it con- 
siders desirable before sanctioning it. 

(3) The Commissioner may, at any time during the year, make budgetary 
reappropriation of funds sanctioned, in the budget by the Government, provided 
that — 


(i) the total amount sanctioned in the budget by the Government is not 
exceeded; 

(li) it is made only for meeting such expenses of administration as are to 
be met from the Administration Account in accordance with para- 
graph 46; and 

(ilil every reappropriation so made shall he reported by him at the next 
meeting of such Board. 

50. Member’s Accounts. — (1) An account shall be opened in the office of the 
fund In the name of each member in which shall be credited: 

(a) his contributions, 

(b) the contributions made by the employer in respect of him, and 

(c) Interest as provided in paragraph 51. 

(2) All items of account shall be calculated to the nearest rupee and, for this 
purpose, where the amount of an item consists of a part of a rupee, then, if such 
part is fifty paise or more, it shall be increased to one complete rupee and if such 
part Is less than fifty paise, It shall be Ignored. 

51. Interest. — (1) The Commissioner shall credit to the account of each mem- 
ber interest at such rate as may be determined by the Government in consultation 
with the Board. 

(2) (a) Interest for the period of currency of the Account shall be credited 
with effect from the last day of the period on the opening balance at the credit 
of the member on the first day thereof. 

(b) In the case of a claim for the refund under paragraph 59 or 60. interest 
shall be payable upto the end of the month preceding the date on which tho 
final payment is authorised irrespective of the date of receipt of the claim from 
the claimant concerned: 

Provided that the rate of interest to he allowed for part of the year on claims 
for refund shall be the rate fixed for the previous financial year. 

(3) The aggregate amount of Interest credited to the accounts of the members 
shall be debited to “Interest Suspense Account”, 

(4) In determining the rate ..of interest, the Government shall satisfy itself 

that there is no overdrawal on the Interest Suspense Account as a result of the 

debit thereto of the interest credited to the accounts of members. 

CHAPTER VIII 

Nominations, Payments and Withdrawals from the Fund 

52. Nomination. — (1) Each member shall make in his declaration in Form I, a 

nomination conferring the right to receive the amount that may stand to his 

credit in the Fund in the event of fils death before the amount standing to his 

credit has become payable, or where the amount has become payable before 
payment has been made. 

(2) A member may in his nomination distribute the amount that may stand 
to his credit in the Fund amongst his nominees at his own discretion. 

(3) If a member has a family at the time of making a nomination, the nomin- 
ation shall be in favour of one or more persons belonging to his family. Any 
nomination made by such member in favour of a person not belonging to his 
family shall be invalid. 

(4) . If at 'the time of making a nomination the member has no family, the 
nomination may be in favour of any person or persons but if the member sub- 
sequently acquires a family, such nomination shall forthwith be deemed" to be 
Invalid nod the member shall make a fresh nomination in favour of one or more 
persons belonging to his family. 
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(5) A nomination made under sub-paragraph (1) may at any time be modified 
by a member after giving a written notice of his intention of doing so in Form 
IV annexed hereto. If the nominees predeceases the member, the interest of the 
nominee shall revert to the member who may make a fresh nomination in res- 
pect of such interest. 

(6) A nomination or its modification shall take effect to the extent that it Is 
valid on the date on which It is received by the Commissioner. 

53- Withdrawals from the Fund for payment towards Insurance Polloiea Any 

amount with interest thereon standing to the credit of a member in the account 
of the Fund may be withdrawn not more than once in every six months to make 
a payment towards a policy of life insurance: 

Provided that the withdrawal shall not be permitted before the details of the 
proposed policy have been submitted to the Commissioner In such form as ho 
may specify and accepted by him as suitable. Nor shall the withdrawal be per- 
mitted in excess of the amount required to pay a premium or subscription actually 
due for payment within six months of the date of withdrawal: 

Provided further that no amount may be withdrawn to make any payment in 
respect of, or for the purpose of purchasing, an educational endownment policy if 
that policy is due for payment in whole or part before the member attains the 
age of 60 years: 

Provided further that the amount withdrawn shall not exceed the total con- 
tributions of the member up to the date of Withdrawal. 

54. Commissioner to be satisfied regarding the utilisation of amounts with- 
drawn. — (1) A member desiring to withdraw any amount under paragraph 53 
shall-- 


(a) intimate the reason for the withdrawal to the Commissioner; 

(b) make arrangements with the Commissioner for the withdrawal; 

(c) send to the Commissioner, within such period as he may require, a 

receipt in order to satisfy him that the amount withdrawn was duly 
applied for the specified purpose. 

(2) The Commissioner shall order the recovery of any amount withdrawn, in 
respect of which he is not satisfied that the amount withdrawn was actually spent 
for the specified purpose, with interest thereon at the rate provided in paragraph 
51 from the wages of the member and credit it to his account in the Fund. 

55. Assignment of Policies to the Fund. — fl) The Policy shall be assigned to 
the Board as security for the payment of the amount withdrawn and shall be 
delivered to the Commissioner within such period as may be specified by the 
Board from time to time. 

(2) The Commissioner shall, before allowing withdrawal in respect of old 
policies, satisfy himself by reference to the Life Insurance Corporation that no 
prior assignment of the policy exists and the policy is free from all encumbrances. 

(3) The terms of the policy shall not be altered nor shall the policy be exchang- 
ed for another policy without the prior consent of the Commissioner to whpm the 
details of the alteration or of the now policy shall be furnished in such form as 
he may specify. 

(4) If the policy is not assigned and delivered any amount withdrawn from 
the Fund in respect of policy shall, with interest thereon at the rate provided in 
paragraph 51, forthwith be repaid by the member to the Fund, or in default be 
ordered by the Commissioner to be recovered by deduction Irom the wages of the 
member. 

(5) A policy to be acceptable under thjs paragraph shall be effected by the 
member on his own life and shall be such' -'as may be legally assigned by the 
member to the Board. 

56, Re-assignmcnt of Policies, — (1) When the member- — 

(a) permanently retires from seafaring professsion after the attainment of 

the age of superannuation: or 

(b) retires on account of permanent and total incapacity for work due to 

bodily or mental infirmity as provided in sub-paragraph (l)(b) of 
paragraph 59; or 
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ic) Is permitted by the Board or where so authorised by the Board, the 
Commissioner under sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 59 to withdraw 
the amount standing to his credit in the Fund; or 

(d) repays to the Fund the whole of any amount withdrawn from the Fund 
for the purpose mentioned in paragraph 53 with interest thereon 
at the rate provided in paragraph 51; 

the Board shall re-assign the policy to the member and make it over to him to- 
gether with a signed notice oi the re-assignment addressed to the Life Insurance 
Corporation. 

(2) If the member dies before attaining the age of superannuation or leaving 
seafaring profession, the Board shall — re-assign the policy to the benefiiary, if any, 
or to such person as may be legally entitled to receive It and shall make over 
the policy to the beneficiary or to such persons together with a signed notice of 
the re-assignment addressed to the Life Insurance Corporation. 

57. Repayment of the amount withdrawn. — If a policy assigned to the Board 
matures or otherwise falls due for payment before the member attains the age 
of superannuation or leaves seafaring profession, the Board shall— 

(1) If ihe amount assured together with the amount of any accrued bonus 

is greater than the whole of the amount withdrawn from the Fund 
in respect of the policy with interest thereon at the rate provided 
in paragraph 51 reassign the policy to the member and make it over 
to him who shall immediately on receipt of the policy monies from 
the Life Insurance Corporation repay to the Fund the whole of any 
amount withdrawn with Interest; 

(2) if the amount assured together with the amount of any accrued bonus 

is less than the whole of the amount withdrawn with interest, realise 
the amount assured together with any accrued bonus and shall place 
the amount so realised to the credit of the member in the Fund. 

58. Recovery of the amount withdrawn in certain cases —The provisions of 
sub-pararaph (4) of paragraph 55 applicable to a failure to assign and deliver 
a policy shall apply — 

(1) if the policy lapses or is assigned, otherwise than to the Board charged 
or encumbered; or 

(ii) if the member does not repay the whole of the amount withdrawn with 
interest under sub-paragraph ClI of paragraph 57. 

59. Circumstances in which accumulations in the Fund arc payable to a mem- 
ber.— (1) A member may withdraw the full amount standing to his credit in the 
Fund— 

(a) on retirement from seafaring profession on attaining the age of super- 

annuation. 

(b) on retirement on account of permanent and total incapacity for work 

due to bodily or mental infirmity duly certified by the medical au- 
thority or by such other medical Officer as the Board may prescribe 

(2) In cases other than those specified in sub-paragraph (1) the Board, or 
where so authorised by the Board, the Commissioner, or where so authorised by 
the Commissioner, any officer subordinate to him, may permit a member to with- 
draw, subject to the provisions of sub-paragraph (3) the amount standing to his 
credit in the Fund, If— 

(a) he being a national of a country other than India leaves seafaring pro- 

fession under intimation to the Seamen’s Employment Ofiicer; or 

(b) voluntarily leaves the seafaring profession under intimation to the 

Seamen's Employment Office in the case of a seaman registered with 
such office or to the Shipping Master of the port in the case of a 
seaman not so registered; or 

(c) his registration with the Seamen’s Employment Office is cancelled on 

his failure to present himself for employment on a ship on receipt 
ot such number of call letters from that office as may be prescribed 
under the provisions of Rules framed under sub-section (3) of section 
95 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1,958 (44 of 1958). 
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01. Deductions Irom the Account of member* dismissed for serious and wilful' 
misconduct.- — (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph 59, if the 
registration of a member with the Seamen’s Employment Office is cancelled for 
any of the following offences: — 

(a) smuggling or theft; 

(b) desertion; 

(c) misconduct during the period of service under articles of agreement; or 
if his Continuous Certificate of Discharge is cancelled under the provisions of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), for smuggling narcotics, the Direc- 
tor, Seamen’s Employment Office or the Shipping Master concerned shall send 
intimation thereof to the Board and the Board or where so authorised by the 
Board, the Commissioner shall, on receipt of such Intimation, have the power 
to forfeit the employer’s contribution upto a maximum of the employer’s contri- 
bution in respect of the current period of service alone in the course of which 
the offence leading to cancellation of registration was committed. 

(2) A forfeiture made under sub-paragraph (1) may be reviewed by the 
Board either of its own motion or at the request of the employer or the member. 

(3) Any amount forfeited from the individual account of a member under 
sub -paragraph (1) shall not be returned to the employer but shall be credited to 
the Forfeiture Account of the Fund. 

02. Payment of Provident Fund. — (1) When the amount standing to the credit 
of a member, or the balance thereof after any deduction under paragraphs 59 
and 01 becomes payable, it shall be the duty of the Commissioner to make 
prompt payment as provided in this Scheme. He shall close the account of the 
member and give notice in writing to the person to whom the amount is payable, 
specifying the amount and tendering payment thereof. In case there is no 
nominee in accordance with this Scheme, the Commissioner may. if the amount 
to the credit of the Fund does not exceed Rs. 5 DO and if satisfied after enquiry 
about the title of the claimant, pay such amount to the claimant. 

(2) If any portion of the amount, which has become payable, is in dispute or 
doubt, the Commissioner shall make prompt payment of that portion of the 
amount in regard to which there is no dispute or doubt, the balance being ad- 
justed as soon as may be possible. 

(3) If the person to whom any amount is to he paid under this Scheme is a 
minor or lunatic for whose estate a guardian under the Guardians and Wards 
Act. 1890 (8 of 1890), or a manager under the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912 (4 of 
1912), as the case may be, has been appointed, the payment shall be 
made to such guardian or manager. In case no such guardian or manager has 
been appointed, the payment shall be made to such person as the Commissioner, 
where the amount does not exceed Rs, 1,000 or the Chairman of the Board if 
the amount exceeds Rs. 1,000 but does not exceed Rs. 2,000 considers to be the 
proper person representing the minor or lunatic and the receipt of such person 
for the amount paid shall be a sufficient discharge thereof. In any other case 
the amount shall be paid to the person authorised by law to receive the pay- 
ment on behalf of the minor or the lunatic. 

(4) If it is brought to the notice of the Commissioner that a posthumous 
child is to be bom to the deceased member he shall retain the amount which 
will be due to the child in the event' of its being bom alive and distribute the 
balance. If subsequently no child is born or the child is still-born, the amount 
retained shall be distributed in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 60. 

(5) Any person who desires to claim payment under this paragraph shall send 
a written application to the Commissioner, who may at the option of the person 
to whom payment is to be made, make the payment — 

(i) by postal money order at the cost of the payee, or 

(ii) by crossed cheque sent through post, or 

(iii) by deposit in the payee’s postal savings bank account, if any: 

Provided that where the provident fund money is remitted by postal money 
order, the balance, if any, remaining after such remittance shall he 
credited to the Forfeiture Account and in the case of a claim for 
the said balance the amount shall be paid by debiting the Forfeiture 
Account. 
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63. Annual statement of member's account. — (1) As soon as possible after the 
close of each financial year the Commissioner shall send to each member a state- 
ment of his account in the Fund showing the opening balance at the beginning 
of the year, amount contributed during the year, the total amount of interest 
credited at the end of the year or debited in the year and the closing balance 
at the end of the year. 

(2) Members should satisfy themselves as to the correctness of the annual 
statement and any error should be brought to the notice of the Commissioner 
within six months of the receipt of the statement.

(c) tails or refuses to submit any return, statement or other document 

required by this Scheme or submits a false return, statement or 
other document, or makes a false declaration, or 

<d) obstructs any Inspector or other official appointed under the Act or 
this Scheme in the discharge of his duties or fails to produce any 
record for inspection by such Inspector or other omciai, or 

(e) is guilty of contravention of or non-compliance with any other 1 equip-

“191. Use of helmet, protective footwear and other protective equipment 
by persons working in mines.— (1) After such date as the Central 

Government may specify in this behalf by notification in the Official 
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Gazelle, no person shall go into or work in a mine other than the 
precincts of a mine occupied by an office building, canteen, creche, 
rest shelter, first aid room or any other building of similar type, 
unless he wears a helmet and protective footwear of such type as 
may be approved by the Chief Inspector by a general or 'special 
order in writing: 

Provided tlml where the Chief Inspector is of the opinion that due to special 
circumstances it is not necessary for any person or class of persons 
going into or working in a mine to wear a helmet and protective 
footwear, lie may, by a general or special order in writing and sub- 
,i€cl. to such conditions us he may specify therein, exempt such 
person or class of persons from the operation of the provisions ol 
this sub-regulation. 

(2) Whenever any person is supplied by the owner, agent or manager with 
any other type of protective equipment, he shall use the same while 
on work, 

191A. Responsibility for supply of helmet and protective footwear and 
intervals at whic-h these are to be supplied. — (1) The helmet and 
protective footwear referred to jn sub-regulation (1) of regulation 
1 91 shall be supplied, free of charge, to every person going into 
a mine or employed to work in a mine, by the owner, agent or 
manager of a mine (hereinafter in this regulation and the follow- 
ing regulation referred to as the management), who shall at all 
times maintain a sufficient stock of these articles in order to ensure 
immediate supply as and when need for the same arises. For this 
purpose, the management shall pu chase and keep in stock not less 
1 ban five per cent of the total annual requirement of these articles 
in addition to the total annual requirement. 

(2) The helmet and protective footwear shall be supplied by the manage- 

ment at intervals not exceeding three years and not exceeding six 
months respectively- 

provided that when a helmet or protective footwear is damaged or is 
rendered unserviceable as a result of legitimate use before the 
same is due to be replaced in normal course, the management shall 
immediately supply another helmet or protective footwear, as the 
case may be, 

(3) The management shall provide at suitable places in a mine dubbing 

and revolving brushes or make other suitable alternative arrange- 
ments for cleaning of protective footwear by the persons using 
them. 

101B. Provision for supply of gloves, goggles, shlnguards or other pro- 
tective equipment. — Where it appears to the Regional Inspector or 
the Chief Inspector that any person or class of persons employed 
in a mine is exposed to undue hazard by reason of the nature of 
his employment, hr may by a general or special order, require the 
management to supply such person or class of persons, free of charge 
gloves, goggles, shinguards or such other protective equipment' as 
he may specify in the order’’.
